

THE senior managers who 
have presided over Harlow 
Council’s latest financial fias¬ 
co are set to be rewarded with 
bumper inflation-busting pay 
rises within the next two 
years. 

While more than 20 council staff 
face the axe and services look set 
to be slashed as part of a desperate 
cost-cutting drive, the 10 town hall 
chiefs have earmarked themselves 
almost £100,000 for a “pay 
review” before 2010, the Star can

disclose. 

The allocation was unveiled last 
week in the authority’s Medium Term 
Financial Strategy and is likely to be 
approved at a full council meeting 
tonight (Thursday). 

Although overshadowed by the 
council’s 2008-09 budget which cuts 
jobs and spending, the strategy is a key 
document setting out broader financial 
plans up to 2013. 


Although no extra money is allocat¬ 
ed for senior pay in the latest budget, a 
whopping £98,000 has been set aside 
for senior officer pay rises in the 2009- 
10 financial year - money which, if 
councillors approve, will be shared out 
between chief executive Malcolm 
Morley, his two strategic directors and 
seven heads of service. 

These staff include head of finance 
Sunil Modaley, strategic director 
Graham Branchett and head of com¬ 
munity services Lynn Seward, who 
recently faced calls to resign over her 
involvement in the closure of Harlow

Police tax rise 
need is higher 
than inflation 

TAX paid by Essex residents to 
cover the cost of policing will 
increase by almost five per cent 
this year. 

Essex Police Authority has 
approved a budget of £25 lm for 
the force in 2008-09, meaning 
the police demand on council 
tax bills will be hiked by an 
above-inflation 4.95 per cent. 

For average ‘Band D’ 
households, this will mean a rise 
of £5.76, taking the annual bill 
to £122.22. 

The investment will mean an 
increase in police numbers - 
possibly as many as 80 new full¬ 
time staff and 100 special 
constables - as well as new 
equipment for officers, 
including radios and uniform. 
Essex Chief Constable Roger 
Baker said: “I am delighted that 
we can provide even more 
officers on the beat to the 
communities of Essex for just an 
extra 1 lp per week. This budget 
allows us to deliver what the 
public wants and meets the 
operational needs of Essex 
Police.” 

0 EPPING Forest tax bills will 
rise by about four per cent to 
£1,426.51 although, unlike in 
Harlow, the overall council tax 
will vary in different parishes.

Pool and an investigation into The

In addition to the £98,000, a further 
£106,000 is allocated for the possibility of 
a vacant strategic director post to be filled 
after 2009. 

A council spokesman said the possible 
salary review reflected the fact that the 
number of senior management posts had 
been cut in recent years, resulting in extra 
work for those remaining. 

“The chief executive, the strategic direc¬ 
tors and the heads of service would, under 
the council’s human resources policies, be 
able to ask for a re-evaluation of their posts 
so that their salaries reflect the additional 
responsibilities,” he said. “[They] have, 
however, agreed not to seek any such re- 
evaluation that would affect the 2008-09 
budget.” 

He added: “The senior pay review [in 
2009-10] is provisional and there is no 
commitment it will happen. It will be ulti¬ 
mately up to councillors to decide whether 
to recognise it or not.” 

But opposition councillor John Paul 
Goddard (Independent) vowed to try to 
block the potential pay rises. 

“If, as they say, these officers’ pay rises 
depend on the approval of councillors, then 
it’s incredibly presumptuous of them to set 
aside money for the rises they think they 
deserve,” he said. 

“At a time when staff are having to be 
laid off, at least partly because of the mon¬ 
itoring failures of these very officers, it’s 
also crass and in incredibly bad taste.”

AN angry mother is calling 
on the Government for 
action after she felt forced 
to withdraw her diabetic 
daughter from school due 
to inadequate medical 
care. 

Rebecca Gumble (29), of 
Ridgeways, Harlow, removed 
five-year-old Rose from Henry 
Moore Primary School, claim¬ 
ing it did not have the resources 
to continue voluntary testing of 
the girl’s blood and administer¬ 
ing vital insulin injections. 

Now she and husband Simon are 
lobbying Whitehall for new legisla¬ 
tion to ensure all children with 
chronic life-threatening conditions 
are provided with proper care while 
in education. 

At present, schools have no legal 
obligation to offer one-to-one med¬ 
ical assistance for pupils. 

Mrs Gumble, a member of pres¬ 
sure group UK Children With 
Diabetes, said: “If a child has a dis¬ 
ability, schools have to provide for 
it, but because this is a hidden dis¬ 
ability they don’t. It is life-threat¬ 
ening and if she doesn’t have her 
insulin she would die.

“It comes back to the 
Government - it needs to have leg¬ 
islation enforced now.” 

Henry Moore governors chair¬ 
man William Cairns said the school 
would have continued to do all it 
could to support Rose but agreed 
the Government needed to do more 
to help schools provide adequate 
care. 

“We have great sympathy for Mr 
and Mrs Gumble and their daugh¬ 
ter,” he said. “It is clear that the 
Government needs to do much 
more to help schools support chil¬ 
dren like Rose.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell has 
been supporting the Gumbles’ case 
since the beginning and went so far 
as to criticise his own Government 
for failing to clarify guidelines on 
schools’ responsibilities. 

“The current Government guide¬ 
lines do not make it clear enough 
that the school should take this 
responsibility,” he said. 

“I have met with the parents 
involved and I am pressing minis¬ 
ters in the Department of Children 
Schools and Families on this 
issue.”

Diabetic girl moves 
schools to get care 
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Officers still unclear as to 
details of a leafleting ban 


COUNCILLORS have again 
been asked to approve a 
leafleting ban in Harlow, 
despite previously rubbishing 
the idea. 

On Tuesday, Harlow 
Council’s environment and 
community committee was 
shown an almost identical 
proposal to one thrown out 
last February. 

In a bid to prevent littering 
in the town, the policy would 
ban the distribution of leaflets 
not connected to religion, pol¬ 
itics or charities. 

Other groups, such as the 
police, educational establish¬ 
ments and private enterprises, 
would have to apply to the 
council’s licensing team for 


consent and some would be 
charged a fee of £60. 

The Conservative group 
was alone in its support for 
the proposals last time it came 
to committee a year ago, 
despite national Tory leader 
David Cameron telling the 
Star during a visit to the town 
that he was worried the meas¬ 
ure might be a restriction of 
free speech. He also backed 
the right for small businesses 
to leaflet. 

Last year, Labour joint 
council leader Tony Durcan 
rebuked officers for the lack 
of information on costs and 
they were sent back to the 
drawing board. 

But one year on, the report 


on the proposal still has no 
cost implications. 

Members Jean Clark 
(Labour), Robert Thurston 
(Liberal Democrat) and Edna 
Stevens (Lab) were all baffled 
about the lack of difference 
from the previous proposal. 

Mrs Clark again attacked 
the ban’s legitimacy, insisting: 
“It’s an attack on the funda¬ 
mental democratic rights to 
protest as and when an indi¬ 
vidual chooses.” 

However, Tony Hall (Con) 
was enthusiastic about the 
ban, calling it “a brilliant bit 
of legislation”. 

Officers were once more 
sent back to clarify cost issues 
and benefits to the town.

Anger at plan 
to shut creche 


FITNESS conscious mums 
have been left holding the 
baby after Harlow 
Sportcentre bosses called 
time on its creche. 

The management confirmed 
the curtain will come down on 
the service on March 17 due to a 
decline in use. 

They further claimed that due to 
legal reasons they could not confirm 
how many staff at the Hammarskjold 
Avenue site will be affected by the 
closure. 

Mum-of-two Davinia Bishop (28), 
of Arkwrights, Harlow, is a regular 
user of the gym and fitness classes 
for the past seven years and said she 
is unsure as to the centre’s intentions.

“The management is saying its 
closure is due to it not making 
enough money,” she said. “But they 
haven’t even bothered asking the 
mums who use it if they would be 
willing to pay more - because I have 
asked them and we would nearly all 
be willing to even double what we 
pay! 

“They just simply have not given 
us the chance to have our say - they 
also think no-one is going to make a 
fuss about it, but they’re wrong.” 

The service costs £3.05 for one- 
and-a-half hours and £3.65 for two 
hours and has been running for the 


last five years, from 9am-lpm. 

Mrs Bishop, who visits the 
Sportcentre four times a week, 
added: “There are at least 30 mums 
who are using the creche at the 
moment and at least four new mums 
in the past week, so I don’t know 
where they are getting their numbers 
from - it’s more popular than ever. 

“I will now have to reconsider my 
membership but many of the other 
gyms in the town are so much more 
expensive than the Sportcentre.” 

Marketing manager Emma Sproat 
said on Monday: “Regrettably, it’s 
due to a lack of demand. 

"There are less users now than 
there have been in the past and we 
have got figures which have led to 
the decision.”

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Masterplan aims for 
'world class' Harlow 


HARLOW will soon be 
a “world-class” town, 
according to the firm 
chosen as the preferred 
developer for the regen¬ 
eration of The High. 

Stockland Halladale beat 
off competition from three 
other bidders to win exclu¬ 
sivity rights to create a new 
town centre masterplan. 

It now has six months to 
come up with proposals to rede¬ 
velop Market Square and the 
northern end of the town. 

The landmark decision was 
made by councillors meeting 
behind closed doors on 
Thursday and follows a year¬ 
long tendering process conduct¬ 
ed by Harlow Renaissance, with 
16 potential developers short¬ 
listed to four. 

Australian-owned Stockland 
Halladale will work in tandem 
with Harlow Council, Harlow 
Renaissance, the East of 
England Development Agency 
and Essex County Council to 
tweak existing development 
proposals and ultimately draw 
up a masterplan for public con¬ 
sultation. 

Initial plans include a long- 
awaited upgrade of the northern 
end of the town and the reinte-

gration of the Market Square 
quarter with the existing town 
centre. 

Developers also promise 500 
flats, a multiplex cinema, a 100- 
room hotel, new leisure and 
retail facilities plus a revamped 
transport interchange, with the 
construction of a new theatre 
also on the cards. 

Work is not expected to start 
until early 2010, subject to 
planning permission and public 
approval. 

Joint council leader Tony 
Durcan said: “This is a giant 
step forward in revitalising 
Town Centre North. We have all 
seen the benefits that regenera¬ 
tion can bring with the southern 
end of the town centre being 
redeveloped a few years ago.” 

Stockland Halladale execu¬ 
tive chairman David Lockhart 
added: “We believe that com¬ 
bining the considerable vision 
of Harlow Council with our 
retail and residential develop¬ 
ment experience will ensure 
that Harlow will have a fully 
integrated town centre with 
world-class facilities that will 
enable it to realise its anticipat¬ 
ed growth potential.”

EPPING Infant School has scored top 
marks in its latest Government 
inspection. 

The school has 147 pupils aged from 4- 
7 and the inspector for the Office for 
Standards in Education called it 
‘outstanding’ - the highest grade 
possible. 

In every key area, it received the 
‘outstanding’ benchmark, including for 
its overall effectiveness, achievements 
and standards, personal development 
and wellbeing as well as in leadership 
and management. 

The report stated: “This is an 
exceptional school, where pupils thrive 
personally and academically. This is 
because of the school’s careful attention 
to every detail of their individual 
progress and constant search for 
stimulating ways to promote their 
development.” 

It concluded: “Experiences add 
considerably to the pupils’ total 
enjoyment of school, which they say is 
wonderful as they don’t know they’re 
learning because learning is made so 
fun.” 

• PASSMORES, in Tendring Road, 
Harlow, received the thumbs-up from 
Ofsted inspectors for its physical 
education department. 

The report called the department 
‘good’ overall, the second highest rating 
possible. The quality of the curriculum 
in physical education was given the top 
rating of‘outstanding’. 


Thieves steal car 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses after 
thieves broke into a house, stole the keys to 
a car and then drove it away.

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F OR half a century, the 
argument as to whether 
fluoride should be added 
to water has been batted back 
and forth to the bafflement, 
bemusement or downright 
disinterest of onlookers. 

Experts insist it strengthens teeth 
even as campaigners warn it could 
lead to severe dental problems and 
other unpleasant side-effects. 

At present, about 10 per cent of the 
UK’s population have fluoridated water 
supplies, although the Government 
wants to increase coverage to the entire 
country. But Harlow is not one of those 
areas and Three Valleys Water, the 
water supplier for Harlow and its 
surrounding areas, currently has no 
plans to add fluoride. 

The East of England Strategic Health 
Authority, which covers the town, has 
said it would discuss fluoridation with 
PCTs. However, a spokesman stressed 
no decisions to fluoridate water have 
taken place and that a foil public 
consultation would have to be carried 
out before any such scheme is 
implemented. 

But the matter could soon be taken out 
of local hands and imposed centrally by 
Whitehall - health secretary Alan 
Johnson recently announced he wants 
the NHS to do much more to prevent 
rather than treat disease and would like 
to see the number of people who 
currently drink fluoridated water to rise 
from six million to 53 million. 

One of the biggest arguments for added 
fluoride is that it is an effective way of 
preventing tooth decay. It is already 
used in toothpaste, mouth washes and 
occurs naturally in tea. A study recently 
revealed that children living in 
fluoridated areas suffered an average of 
15 per cent less tooth decay than those 
children who live in non-fluoridated 
areas. 

Dr Nigel Carter, chief executive of the 
British Dental Health Foundation who

practised on the border of a fluoridated 
and non-fluoridated area, said adding 
fluoride would massively improve the 
oral health of children, pointing out that 
he was able to tell from which side of 
the dividing main road a child came, 
simply by the state of their teeth. 

Martin Shassron, a dentist from 
Howard Marshall Dentistry, in Church 
Langley Way, Harlow, is of the same 
opinion. 

“Every dentist is obviously for 
fluoridation,” he said. “Tooth decay is 
prevalent, especially in areas of 
depravation. It is without a doubt the 
best way to reduce tooth decay. All 
evidence suggests that it works.” 

Dr Mark Shackell, a consultant for 
dental public health of West Essex PCT, 
added: “It is a very safe and effective 
public health measure that has 
demonstrated a positive impact. It can 
reduce tooth decay of up to 50 per 
cent.” 

But campaigners on the other side of 
the argument are strongly against the 
compulsory fluoridation, claming too 
much can lead to dental fluorosis which 
damages and discolours the enamel. 
Although it has not been conclusively 
proven, other health concerns include 
suspected relationships to cancer, hip

One way for the Government to boost 
fluoride intake and ensure that both 
sides of the argument are kept happy is 


already on sale in Switzerland and 
gives consumers a safe choice of how 
much fluoride they wish to consume. 


It remains to be seen whether Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson will be able to 
persuade the Government to push 
through compulsory fluoride in our 
water supply after more than 50 years 
of research and debate. 


M eanwhile, the streets of 

Harlow were not as divided 
as the experts. Only one 
person in a brief straw poll by the Star 
agreed with the Government’s idea of 
fluoridation - the others were defiant 
that it should not be added. 

Harlow College student Charlie Cann 
(16), from Loughton, said: “It is up to 
the public if they want fluoride in their 
water.” 

Shop assistant Emily Edwards- 
Handcock (19), from Harlow, said: “I 
think it is a violation of Human Rights 
by being forced to drink it if we don’t 
want to.” 

Nursing assistant Geoffrey Sampson 
(60), also from Harlow, said: “It should 
be the public choice and have nothing 
to do with the Government.” 

Claire Blade (30), from Hoddesdon, 
said: “I think it can cause further health 
problems for people who drink a lot of 
water if it was in our water supply.” 
However, Mark Slater (51), of Harlow, 
said: “Opportunities should be given to 
children for better dental care and 
anything that promotes it is a plus.”

Estate's funds 
for upkeep to 
help plug hole

ONE particular estate is being 
expected to foot the bill for 
sorting out the current year’s 
budget black hole. 

It has been revealed that part of 
the £1.8m deficit in council 
finances, discovered late last 
year, is to be plugged with cash 
set aside to pay for the long¬ 
term maintenance of Church 
Langley. 

The £120,000 fund, put up by 
the estate’s original developers 
to cover future costs of 
maintaining its infrastructure, 
was one of two previously 
reserved accounts which 
members of the council’s policy 
and resources committee agreed 
to “un-earmark” last week. 

The news provoked a major 
backlash from Church Langley 
councillors at the meeting, 
particularly when the authority’s 
strategic director Sunil Modaley 
admitted that while the funds 
“may” be replenished later on, 
there was no firm timetable for 
doing so. 

Andrew Johnson (Conservative) 
hit out: “In 20 years time, when 
the condition of Church 
Langley is decaying, are we just 
going to say ‘sorry, it’s not our 
problem, we spent the cash on 
something else’?” 

The move, set to be rubber- 
stamped at a full council 
meeting tonight (Thursday), 
also involves raiding a further 
£100,000 earmarked for 
Harlow’s now-defunct wired 
television system - cash many 
councillors hoped would 
eventually be spent removing 
obsolete junction boxes which 
litter the town. 


Council ready to 
cut key services

KEY frontline services will 
be hit hard as Harlow 
Council reins in its spending 
and slashes jobs for the new 
financial year. 

Details of the 2008-09 budget 
have now been unveiled, with a 
reduction in opening hours at 
Contact Harlow just one example 
of how residents will be affected 
by the authority's cash crisis. 

Speaking earlier this month at a 
press conference, joint council leader 
Tony Durcan (Labour) promised the 
budget would “protect frontline servic¬ 
es” and “put more money into priority 
areas”, despite costing the jobs of more 
than 20 staff. 

But the changes at Contact Harlow, 
which will save £54,000 a year, were 
among a catalogue of cuts revealed to 
the policy and resources committee on 
Thursday. 

Others include an end to council 
funding of police community support 
officers, saving a further £54,000, and 
major cuts at the council’s Respect 
Team, which deals with anti-social 
behaviour problems, saving £63,000. 

Support of Harlow Welfare Rights 
And Advice will be slashed by £25,000 
and the authority’s huge publicity 
budget is to fall by £15,000 as publica¬ 
tions are axed and advertising reduced. 

The council also hopes to rake in 
£50,000 by charging motorists £2 a day 
to park at the now-closed swimming 
pool, and to save £38,000 in business 
rates by leasing the Civic Centre's 
Gibberd Gallery to Harlow Arts Trust - 
an arrangement opposition leader 
Andrew Johnson branded a “tax 
dodge”. 

Mr Johnson, who complained bitter¬ 
ly about the lack of time councillors 
had been given to scrutinise the budg¬ 
et, also attacked the treatment of staff 
at risk of redundancy. 

“I’m not happy this budget has been 
discussed properly with the opposition, 
so I don’t know how it could possibly 
have been discussed adequately with 
the staff affected,” he told the joint 
leadership. “I think you owe them an

MPunhappy as 
Respect Team 
faces cutbacks 


CUTS affecting the 
Government’s flagship Respect 
initiative in Harlow have been 
criticised by the town’s MP 
Bill Rammell. 

A reduction in staffing in the 
Respect Team is just one of a 
series of cost-saving measures 
contained in the 2008-09 
budget - even though its anti¬ 
social behaviour intervention 
work has been so widely 
celebrated that it was once 
visited by Tony Blair when he 
was Prime Minister. 

More recently, the town was 
also designated a Respect 
Zone by cabinet minister 
Harriet Harman, who visited 
to formally open a special 
Respect Shop in the Harvey 
Centre. 

Mr Rammell said this week: “I 
am disappointed that cuts are 
being made, particularly in the 
Respect Team who have done a 
fantastic job in reducing the 
number of new prosecutions.” 
However, the MP went on to 
praise other aspects of the 
budget, including the 
protection of discretionary 
services. 

“Harlow residents can 
continue to benefit from The 
Playhouse, The Museum of 
Harlow, Pets’ Corner, the Leah 
Manning Centre, One Stop 
Shop for young people, 
paddling pools and Sam’s 
Place,” he said. “These are the 
kind of facilities that 
Conservative councils simply 
do not provide.”

Meanwhile, John Paul Goddard 
(Independent) poured scorn on the 
money-making proposals. 

“It’s all about you’re ‘gonna’ do this, 
your ‘gonna’ do that,” he mocked. 
“There are no firm, definite proposals 
here and none of the figures identified 
can be tested.” 

In response, the leaders stepped up 
their attacks on central Govermnent, 
blaming grant reductions and spiralling 
concessionary transport costs for their 
financial woes. 

Chris Millington (Lib Dem) said: 
“We’ve had a million added to the 
budget with a stroke of the 
Chancellor’s pen. It was not a black 
hole; it was not the administration’s 
shortfall. I really take issue with this 
constant repetition that the administra¬ 
tion doesn’t know what it’s doing.”

Time when 
Owls killed 
off a giant

G LORY may have eluded 
Harlow Town FC of late, 
with the club stuck firmly 
in the middle of the Ryman 
Premier Division. 

But not so long ago, the Hawks 
unexpectedly found themselves the 
toast of the sporting world. 

The year 1980 was a big one for Harlow - 
not only was the Star launched as Harlow’s 
first free newspaper but the town’s football 
club, then nicknamed The Owls, reached 
the fourth round of the FA Cup. 

Their decisive 1-0 victory over Leicester in 
a third round replay at the Sportcentre 
made national headlines, including on the 
back page of The Sun which, under the 
headline “Glory, Glory Harlow!”, described 
how the “little Isthmian League side 
produced one of the great giant-killing acts 
of FA Cup history.” 

Hero of the hour was part-timer John 
Mackenzie - dubbed Mac The Knife - 
who hooked in the goal seconds before half 
time. 

As the Sun reported: “The 25-year-old 
accountant, rejected by West Ham and 
Chelsea, was bubbling amid the 
champagne-soaked chaos in the dressing 
room after the match. He roared, ‘Who can 
stop us now?’.” 

Alas, the answer came a few weeks later 
when, in the fourth round, Harlow lost 4-3 
away to a Watford side managed by future 



England boss Graham Taylor. 

But the players had already written 
themselves into football history. MacKenzie 
told reporters after the win against Leicester, 
which at the time featured a young Gary 
Lineker in its first team: “It was my eighth 
goal of the season and one I’ll never forget.” 
Unfortunately, the glory days proved short¬ 
lived, with the 1980-81 season failing to live 
up to the heroics of the Cup run and the 
team ending in a 19th place league finish. 
Despite beginning the ’80s on the highest of 
high notes, the decade went on to prove 
disastrous for Harlow Town, who by 1985 
had been relegated and by 1993 were in 
administration.

Brothers at Old 
Bailey on boat 
death charge 

TWO brothers accused of 
killing a pleasure boat captain 
appeared at the Old Bailey on 
Friday. 

Christopher Liddard (26), of 
Challinor, Harlow, and his 
brother Andrew (21), from 
Hoddesdon, face charges of 
manslaughter and affray over 
the death of Michael Reed (67) 
last year. 

They were originally accused of 
murder but the charge was 
dropped at a previous hearing. 
Mr Reed, who was a senior 
crew member of the City 
Cruises boat The Millennium 
Of Peace, died from a heart 
attack following an incident 
with the pair on June 2. 

The Stepney-born father-of- 
three had worked on the 
Thames as a lighterman for the 
past 50 years and was suffering 
from heart disease at the time of 
his death. 

He had been the longest serving 
crew member of City Cruises. 
CCTV footage of the incident 
between the brothers and Mr 
Reed was shown to the court on 
Friday ahead of the trial. 

The Liddards, both bankers, 
spoke only to confirm their 
names during the hearing and 
did not enter pleas to the 
charges of manslaughter or 
affray. 

Both brothers are on bail but 
are banned from entering any 
station or stop belonging to City 
Cruises or entering within 500m 
of the City of London. 

They are also electronically 
tagged and must observe a 
curfew from 9pm-6am. 

Judge Peter Thornton QC 
adjourned the hearing to a date 
to be fixed. 


RESTRICTIONS on animal movements 
have been extended into Essex and 
Hertfordshire after officials discovered a 
suspected outbreak of bluetongue close to 
the county border. 

The case is one of four found, also affect¬ 
ing Norfolk, Sussex and Dorset, and follows 
a case of bluetongue last week in Greater 
London.

Long-serving 
market trader 
George dies 

MOURNERS gathered to pay 
their last respects to one of 
Harlow Market’s longest serving 
traders yesterday (Wednesday). 
George Hughes (85) ran Vinny’s 
burger bar, which traded in 
Market Square for 35 years 
until his retirement four years 
ago. He died last Monday after 
a long battle with illness. 

He was well known in the town, 
with many people knowing him 
as Vinny - although the 
business was actually named 
after his son Vincent who 
originally set up the stall. Mr 
Hughes’ funeral, which featured 
a horse-drawn hearse, was well 
attended. 

His widow Deborah said: “The 
secret of George’s success was 
that he was so friendly. 1 used to 
joke that he wasn’t even a very 
good cook - he used to burn 
things when he cooked at home 
- but people kept going to 
Vinny’s because they liked 
him!” 

The veteran fryer, who only 
retired at the age of 82, also 
leaves another son, Colin, and 
daughters Annette and Mandie. 
Originally from Liverpool, he 
served in the Merchant Navy 
and was at one time a prisoner 
of war. He and his wife later 
moved to London, before 
coming to Harlow 55 years ago 
when they moved to The Hides. 
“He was a man of strong 
principles and he spoke his 
mind, but he got on well with 
most people and he’ll be missed 
by so many,” added Mrs 
Hughes.

Staff and students 
being let down 

SIR, I am a mature student in my second 
year of a Foundation Diploma in Art & 
Design course at Harlow College. 

I read with interest the article on your front 
page (February 14). I had received an email 
copy of this letter from Bill Rammell’s 
secretary as an update on the situation, along 
with others who had contacted him regarding 
their concerns. I was stunned by the figures! 
Does that explain why there is not enough 
money to provide enough tutors in the art 
faculty? I have been complaining to the 
college since September about the absence 
of a tutor for 50 per cent of our time (there 
is still only one person qualified to teach 
fine art!), having meetings with various 
people but all with the same outcome - no 
change! 

Just before the half-term break, however, 
within a week of registering a formal 
complaint (along with many of my fellow 
class members), we learnt that there was to 
be a change to the staffing plan. Our main 
tutor (who had been timetabled to teach two 
classes simultaneously, ours and an AS 
group) has suddenly been freed up to tutor 
us, solely! This seems like progress - but it 
means that the Thursday AS group are now 
being tutored by a photography tutor. I don’t 
know if the parents know this. 

The morale of both the students and the 
tutors continues to decline - I wonder what 
Mr Hindmarch judges success on? Four of 
my fellow students (full-timers) have been at 
Harlow College for several years now, 
having studied their National Diplomas’ here 
first. They all agree that the standard of 
tuition has fallen this year, mainly due to the 
lack of actual contact time as the tutor has 
been double-booked - are we being cynical 
to think that the A-level students are taking 
priority to ensure a good set of results that 
will justify all the changes? 

With regard to “good value for money” - 
does anyone really believe that sending 
letters congratulating students on their 100 
per cent attendance rate is a) good value for 
money, and/or b) really going to be 
appreciated by 17- and 18-year-olds? Not to 
mention the 60-year-olds in my group. 

Also, we now have colour-coded attendance 
records on all our room doors, stating the 
overall attendance of the class. I have yet to 
find a single student - old or young - who is 
not offended by this. We are being treated 
like junior school kids. The majority of 
young people who choose to attend a college 
rather than a school sixth form do so 
because they have had enough of being 
treated like children and wish to be treated 
in a more mature and respectful way. This is 
not happening here. 

I started college in September with an open 
mind, prepared to give the new system a 
chance to bed in. I have been disappointed 
greatly. 

At the present time, I would not recommend 
Harlow College to anyone and do not intend 
letting my daughter apply here for her A- 
levels. I know that most other friends have 
already decided (or been told by their 
parents) not to attend here either. 

It is a great shame - the staff in the art 
faculty are all brilliant, dedicated, caring 
people. They are all being let down by this 
new system and so, therefore, are all the 
students.

Tinita's mission 
to help abroad

A KIND-hearted Christian is about to swap 
comfortable Harlow for a parish of a very 
different kind, travelling the world as a 
missionary. 

Tinita Weekes (22), pictured left, will spend a 
minimum of two years working for the Youth With 
A Mission charity when she leaves the UK in April 
or May for Colorado in the USA. 

From there, she will be sent off with others to parts of 
the world burdened with poverty or struck by disaster to 
carry out work ranging from teaching English to helping 
build homes. 

Now Tinita, of The Hoo, Old Harlow, is trying to raise 
enough money to fund her mission by seeking 
sponsorship on a monthly basis. 

Usually a member of the congregation at Kingsmoor 
Community Church, she is spending the next few weeks 
visiting other churches in the town to give presentations 
on the charity and the sort of work she expects to be 
doing. 

“I have already taken part in training with Youth With A 
Mission, and this has taken me to China, Thailand and 
Burma, and involved working with the homeless in 
American inner-cities,” she said. 

“The work is completely voluntary but I need to attract 
enough support from people here in the UK. In order to 
go, I need to secure pledges totalling £400 a month, 
which I hope to do by getting lots of people to offer a 
small amount each month.” 

Tinita said she had found training with the charity - to 
which she was introduced by friends - so rewarding that 
she had no doubts about wanting to work full-time for 
the cause.

THE remains 
of a dinosaur 
thought to 
have had a 
trumpet-like nose 
has been unearthed by 
scientists in Mexico. 

Experts believe the 35ft- 
long monster, named 
velafrons coahuilensis , ate plants 
and used its large odd-shaped 
nasal passage to attract mates by 
blowing air to create music-like sounds. 
It is believed to date back 72 million 
years. 

The ancient fossil was discovered on 
the coast near the north-central area of 
the country which is site a geological 
formation and is believed to be the 


resting 

place of many 
dinosaurs. However, very 
few discoveries have been 
made there mainly due to the 
county's warm climate and 
low level of rainfall which 
makes rock erosion highly

Despite this, it was found by accident 
after some of the bones were seen 
sticking out from from the ground. 

It took a dedicated team days of 
painstaking work to uncover it from 12 
feet of dust and rocks and a further 10 
years putting it back together. But now it 
is on display at a museum in Utah for all 
to see.

Coroner 

Brinkley 


A HARLOW woman who 
was murdered five years 
ago was killed unlawfully, 
the Essex coroner has 
ruled. 

Mother-of-three Beverly 
Brin-kley (35 ), pictured right, 
died of head injuries following 
an argument at a block of flats 
in The Stow on February 2 in 
2003. 

She died at Cambridge’s 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital four days 
later. 

Nobody has ever been charged 
in connection with her death, 
although e-fits of two suspects 
were released soon afterwards. 


At the time, investigating offi¬ 
cer detective constable Tracey 
Hawkins described Ms Brinkley’s 
injuries as “the worst I have ever 
seen from an attack.” 

After a five-year wait, at 
Thursday’s inquest at Chelmsford 
County Hall, coroner Caroline 
Beasley Murray confirmed to 
investigating officer Chief 
Inspector Win Bernard that Ms 
Brinkley was killed unlawfully. 

Following her death, a £5,000 
reward was put up for information 
leading to a conviction, but this 
saw little response. 

Two men were seen leaving the 
scene following the attack at 
about 7.45pm; one was described 
as white, fairly short in his late

30s, with stubble, dark wavy hair 
and dark eyes. 

The second man was described 
as taller than the first man, stocky 
and wearing washed-out black 
jeans and a black or dark green 
bomber jacket and in his late 20s. 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said on Tuesday: “Although no- 
one has been charged in connec¬ 
tion with the death, it still remains 
under investigation. 

“The case is regularly reviewed 
and we would welcome any fresh 
information which would allow us 
to bring those responsible to jus¬ 
tice.”

GREATEST HITS 

Morrissey (album, Decca)

Uneven laughs in a box of horrors 


MASTERS OF HORROR: SEASON 2, 
VOLUME 2 

(Anchor Bay Entertainment UK, 18, retail) 

The second - and, unfortunately, most likely final - 
season of Mick Garris’ thoroughly enjoyable series of 
one-hour horror films draws to a close with this six- 
disc box set. 

As with the earlier releases, it’s something of a mixed 
bag - the format of giving directors relatively free rein 
in picking their material leads some to produce their 
best work in years while others seem to wobble 
alarmingly in tone and style. 

The best of the six episodes here is Tobe Hooper’s 
adaptation of Ambrose Bierce’s The Damned Thing, 
updated to the present day and fleshed out with a 
strong environmental undercurrent by Richard 
Christian Matheson. 

it’s a tight, fast-paced and effectively grim chiller, a 
world away in its gripping effectiveness from 
Hooper’s disappointing first season contribution 
Dance Of The Dead. 

Haunted by an incident from his childhood in which 
the appearance of a strange black substance bubbling 
from the walls heralded a murderous rampage by his 
gentle father, Sheriff Kevin Reddle (Sean Patrick 
Flanery) sees the familiar signs recurring in his small 
home town and tries to reach the core of the mystery 
before the monstrous force erupts once again to set 
parents and children, siblings and loved ones at each 
other’s throats. 

As you’d expect from this director, the mayhem gets 
pretty graphic but is strongly underpinned by a tense 
atmosphere of impending chaos which is finally 
unleashed to alarmingly plausible effect. 

Brad Anderson’s bleak, heart-breaking Sounds Like is 
almost too sad to bear in places, and particularly 
untypical of the usual genre staples as a withdrawn 
everyman trudging stolidly on from the tragic death of 
his son finds his life increasingly blighted by an over¬ 
acuteness of his hearing. 

With a strong thematic resonance to Poe’s The Fall Of 
The House Of Usher, Chris Bauer gives an intense 
and utterly convincing portrait of a man teetering on 
the verge of implosion as the world’s noise intrudes 
evermore to claw down the walls of his sanity. 

Ernest Dickerson directs Garris’ story The V Word but, 
despite featuring the wonderful Michael Ironside as a 
ferocious vampire unwittingly discovered in a funeral 
home by two teenage boys up for a lark, it’s an 
uneven and largely squandered opportunity, as if 
neither was quite sure what to do with the premise. 
The opening break-in as the boys creep around in the 
eerie establishment and the purely feral appearance 
and messy feeding habits of the creature work just 
fine, but thereafter the story wanders around rather 
lost and can’t seem to decide whether to play it 
straight or for laughs. 

Even more disappointing is Peter Medak’s black 
comedy offering The Washingtonians, in which a 
nice young couple discover an old painting of 
President George Washington in their basement 
concealing a roll of parchment indicating that the 
father of the nation was secretly a ravening cannibal. 
Unfortunately, a band of contemporary devotees with 
similar tastes will stop at nothing to keep this secret 
history just that. 

it’s a great, out-there idea but handled far too clumsily 
and bluntly, with rampaging cannibals in period dress 



and plywood teeth one moment cutting to lingering 
shots of the sleepy town’s elderly residents slobbering 
over plates of meat in the local diner. 

Tom Holland’s We All Scream For Ice Cream also has 
a broad streak of humour running through it but he 
handles it far better, with a group of men playing the 
price for a childhood prank in which they accidentally 
killed a slow-witted ice cream-vending clown who 
returns from the grave in his tinkling van to prowl the 
streets at night and take gooey vengeance through 
their children. 

Finally, Japanese director Norio Tsurata delivers what 
feels like a greatest hits of Asian horror compilation in 
Dream Cruise, with a cuckolded businessman taking 
his wife and her American lover for a jaunt out to sea 
only to find themselves becalmed and under attack 
from a spirit seeking payback, complete with shock- 
edited manifestations and a pale-faced ghost woman 
peering through lank hair (when not killing with it). 

As with previous releases, each disc has a variety of 
extras including commentary tracks, original scripts 
and mini-features on various aspects of each film.

RUN FATBOY RUN 

(Entertainment In Video, 15, retail & rental) 

Simon Pegg was pretty much perfect casting in Shaun 
Of The Dead and Hot Fuzz, perfect vehicles for his 
quirky style and range which he co-created with 
director Edgar Wright, and neither of which pandered 


to mainstream tastes on the way to becoming cult 
gems. 

But not every movie he makes can pour from the 
same wellspring of talent and so we find him in Run 
Fatboy Run, an amiable enough if untaxing and 
obvious amusement directed by Friends star David 
Schwimmer whose occasional quirkiness does little to 
conceal the fact that it’s fairly standard multiplex fayre 
aiming for the Notting Hill/Love Actually market. 

Pegg plays an average Joe who jilts his pregnant 
fiancee at the altar only to decide five years later it 
was the biggest mistake of his life and he wants her 
back - except he’s now got some heavyweight 
competition for her affections and decides to 
convince her he’s changed by running the London 
Marathon.

• Phase 2- Howard Way to Gilden Way 

The expected completion dates for Phase 1 is spring 2009. The 
timescale for works to Phase 2 has still to be finalised and a further 
notification will be advertised at a later date. Phase 1 will include some 
statutory utility diversion works and widening of Gowers subway within 
the Phase 2 area. Formal consultation for the Bus Lane traffic restriction 
will then occur. 

The works will see the current road layout widened and improved to 
modern standards. The pedestrian subways at Park Lane and The 
Gowers will also be refurbished. 

The works will periodically involve a reduction in the available road width 
whilst construction is carried out and traffic will need to be controlled by 
traffic lights. When this occurs it is expected to cause severe delays to 
travel in the surrounding area. Early warning signs on First Avenue and 
key approach roads to Harlow will advise road users of the situation. 
General working hours will be restricted to 9.30am to 4.30pm to alleviate 
the worst effects. However as sections are completed, the whole 
carriageway will be resurfaced, requiring overnight closures. Alternative 
routes will be available and prior formal notification given at these times. 
Some side roads will need to be closed for short periods of time to allow 
the improvement works to proceed. Alternative access arrangements will 
be available and prior formal notification given. 

We will pay particular attention to pedestrian safety, but we would ask 
pedestrians and drivers to respect the road works signs and directions; 
to use signed routes; and to generally take care. Subways and pelican 
crossings will remain operational and should be used. It may be unsafe 
to use uncontrolled crossings and at times these will be closed and the 
centre islands removed.

Wafula-Strike aims for 
second Paralympics 


ANNE Wafula-Strike’s main 
ambition this year is to 
represent Great Britain at the 
Paralympics. 

The 36-year-old, who gained 
British citizenship in 2006, has 
her sights on making the Games 
in Beijing, China, later this year. 
Wafula-Strike, from Willowfield, 
represented Kenya in the 2004 
Paralympics in Athens - her 
first appearance at a 
Paralympics. She told Star Sport: 
“My main ambition this year is 
to make the Paralympics and it 
would be an honour to represent 
Great Britain. 

“My training is going very well. 

I am doing a lot of endurance 
work.” 

Wafula-Strike, who is primarily 
aiming for qualification in the 
100m and 200m events, is 
competing in Switzerland in the 
World Series in April and also at 
the Paralympics World Cup in 
Manchester in May. 
Wafula-Strike has been in a 
wheelchair since she was 
diagnosed with polio at a very 
early age. She became the first 
ever wheelchair user from East 


Africa to compete in the 
Paralympics when she took part 
in the Athens Games in 2004. 

She was awarded a special gold 
medal to recognise her 
achievements. 

Speaking at an event at the 
Hertfordshire Sports Village in 
Hatfield where she was 
publicising the role of volunteers 
at sports clubs, she said: 

“There’s no doubt that 
volunteers have played a huge 
part in the development of my 
career and continue to do so. In 
fact it simply wouldn’t have 
happened without them. 
“Volunteers are so vital in all 
sports but especially in mine as I 
rely heavily on their support for 
so much that I do.” 

The Herts programme has 
developed new guides, 
workshops and tips for sports 
clubs to aid administrative 
volunteers at grassroots level. 
The scheme has been created 
and funded by Sport England 
and provides skill and support 
for volunteers through a range 
of print, on-line tools and 
tutored workshops.
